AN  ACT 

Authorising  the  cutting  ami  making  a canal 

from  the  river  Potomac  around  the  west  end 

ofthedam  or  causeway  fiom  Mason’s  island, 

and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  .Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  il  e United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  common  council 
of  .Alexandria  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one 
or  more  agents  to  lay  out  and  superintend  the 
cutting  and  making  a canal  from  the  river  Po- 
tomac around  the  west  end  of  the  dam  or 
causeway  from  Mason’s  island  to  tlie  western 
shore  of  the  said  river,  in  that  arm  of  said  riv- 
er  w hich  passes  around  tlie  western  side  of 
said  island,  in  the  manner  and  under  the  res- 
trictions hereinafter  directed  and  from  the 
river  Potomac  along  the  west  side  of  Alexan- 
der’s peninsula  into  the  said  river  below  the 
lower  end  of  said  peninsula  , and  through  .any 
other  points  of  land  between  Mason’s  island 
an<l  -Alexandria,  which  may  improve  the  boat 
navigation  of  said  river  ; and  also  that  the 
said  common  council  of  .Alexandria  have  pow- 
er to  levy  a tax  upon  the  real  property  of  the  said 
town,  and  upon  the  personal  property  and  the 
occupations  of  the  citizens  thereof,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  expcnce  of  cutting  and 
making  said  canals,  and  afterw  ards  for  conlin- 
ningtlie  same  in  good  repair  ; and  for  con- 
stnirting  and  keeping  in  repair  and  attending 
at  all  times  during  high  water  the  guard  gales 
or  lock,  hereinafter  directed  to  he  constructeel 
in  the  canal  authorised  to  be  cut  .as  aforesaid 
around  the  west  end  of  the  causeway  from  Ma- 
son’s island,  and  for  erecting  the  bridges 
here  inaftcr  mentioned  and  for  keeping  the  same 
in  repa'r. 

Sec.  2.  .Ind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  an<l  may  be  law'ful  for  the  saiil  ngentsir  a- 
gents  or  a majorityof  them,  to  agree  with  the 
owners  of  any  land  through  which  any  of  the 
said  canals  is  intended  to  pass,  for  the  purehase 
thereof,  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  or  in 
case  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  a feme  covert, 
underage,  non  compos,  or  out  of  the  district, 
on  application  to  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  for  the  district  of  Columbia,  the 
said  judge  shall  issue  his  warrant  directed  to 
the  marslial  of  the  ilistrict,  to  summon  and 
cmpannel  twelve  able  anil  discreet  freeholders 
of  the  vicinage  no  waysrelateil  to  either  party, 
to  meet  on  some  certain  place  on  the  ground 
through  whieh  the  said  canal  is  proposer!  to 
be  conducted  and  on  a certain  <lay  to  lie 
expresserl  in  the  w.arranl,  of  which  reason- 
able notice  shall  be  given  by  the  marshal 
to  the  proprietors  or  tenants  of  said  ground, 
and  the  marshal  on  receiving  the  saiil  warrant 
shall  forthwith  summon  the  said  jurv,  and 
w hen  met  shall  administer  an  o.ath  or  affirma- 
tion  to  every  jury  man,  that  he  will  faithfully, 
justly  ami  impa’vtially  value  the  lan<l  not  ei- 
cee<ling  the  width  of  thirty  feet,  and  all  dama- 
ges the  owner  thereof  will  sustain  by  cutting 
the  canal  through  sneli  land,  according  to  the 
best  of  his  skill  and  judgment  and  the  inqui- 
sition thereupon  taken  shall  he  signcil  hv  the 
marshal  and  the  jurymen  presc-nt,  and  return, 
ed  by  the  niar.shal  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
Alexandria  to  be  by  him  recorded,  and  upon 
ei'ery  such  valuation,  the  jury  is  lieiehv  direct- 
ed to  describe  and  asrertain  the  boiimU  of  the 
lanil  by  them  valued,  and  their  valuation  shall 
be  conclusive  on  all  persons,  and  shall  he  paid 
hv  the  agent  or  agents  to  the  owner  of  the  land, 
or  his  or  her  legal  representatives,  and  on  pav- 
ment  thereof,  said  canal  may  be  cut  through 
said  lands,  and  .saiil  describe  land  .and  canal 
shall  become  an  open  highway  forever  : Pro- 
vuled.  They  nor  the  waters  of  the  said  canals, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  not  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose  than  navigation,  but  by  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  of  lands  through  which  said 
canals  ra.ay  pass. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
c.anal  aiithoriseil  to  be  cut  as  aforesaid arotinii 
the  west  of  the  causeway,  and  not  nearer  than 
(fnn  hundred  feet  to  the  land  end  of  the  lower 
side  of  the  wharf,  formerly  useil  as  a ferrj-  wharf, 
from  Mason’s  Island,  shall  commence  at  some 
point  on  the  western  shore  ofthe  Botomae  ri- 


ver, above  a high  rock  situated  about  thirty  I 
yard.s  above  the  said  causeway,  Iheiu  e to  pro- 
ceed leaving  the  said  high  rock  between  said 
canal  and  the  river,  and  passing  a little  dis- 
tance of  at  least  twenty  feet  fram  the  original 
walls  of  saiil  causeway,  shall  enter  said  river 
at  tlie  ilistance  of  at  least  twenty  and  not  ex- 
ceeding one  liumlrod  yards  below  said  cause- 
way J that  said  canal  shall  not  he  narrower 
than  twelie  feet,  nor  wilier  tlian  twenty  feet 
at  the  bottom,  and  shall  not  contain  less  than 
two  feet  nor  more  than  four  feet  water  in  depth 
at  common  low  tide,  and  shall  be  substantially 
walled  with  stone  on  both  sides  throughout, 
and  if  on  excavating  the  scite  for  the  said  ca- 
nal  at  the  proper  depth,  it  does  not  prove  to 
be  a bottom  of  solid  rock,  then  the  same  shall 
be  securely  paved  at  bottom,  with  heavy  flat 
stone  w ell  laid  for  the  whole  or  such  part  as 
m.iy  not  he  a lioUinn  of  natural  rock.  And  the 
said  canal  shall  be  further  secured  by  wing 
walls  and  piiililles  on  the  river  side  to  prevent 
the  water  from  undermining  the  causeway  walls, 
rhere  shall  also  be  erected  in  tlie  said  canal 
for  the  protection  of  said  causeway,  during  the 
times  ot  high  freshes,  two  siihsiantial  guard 
gates,  as  high  as  the  parapet  wall  of  said  Cause- 
way, one  at  least  twenty  feet  above  said  cause- 
way, and  the  other  a suitable  distance  below 
said  causeway,  which  gate  shall  he  connected 
by  Walls  with  said  parapet  wall,  and  of  equal 
height  so  as  to  form  a complete  lock,  to  be 
firmly  secured  at  bottom,  and  with  the  usual 
apparatus  for  opening  and  shutting  the  same, 
to  facilitate  the  passage  of  boats,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  Alexan- 
dria to  provide,  that  always  during  the  times 
of  high  freshes  aforesaid,  a careful  person  shall 
attend  said  gates  to  keep  them  shut,  at  which 
times  they  shall  never  he  opened  except  for  the 
passage  of  boats,  and  forever  to  keep  the  said 
lock  and  the  said  canal,  in  all  its  walls,  wings, 
pavements,  gates  and  other  parts  in  complete 
repair  ; and  if  the  said  causew  ay  should  at  any 
time  be  injureil  in  consequence  of  the  said 
common  council  having  failed  to  take  the  pre- 
cautionary' measures  aforesaid,  and  to  keep  eve- 
ry  part  ol  the  work  ilone  by  them  in  gooil  re- 
pair, the  said  common  council  shall  be  liable 
to  the  corporation  of  Georgetown  for  all  dam- 
ages said  corporation  m.sy  sustain  by  such  in- 
jury, to  be  assessed  by  a jury  in  an  action  on 
the  case,  to  be  brought  by  said  corporation  a- 
^inst  said  common  council,  and  it  shall  also 
oe  the  duty  of  the  said  common  council  of 
-Alexandria  to  erect  over  said  canal,  where  it 
shall  cross  the  turnpike  road  which  leads  from 
said  causeway  to  Alexandria,  a substantial 
stone  bridge  at  least  twenty  feet  wide,  and  to 
keep  the  same  always  in  repair.

ment laid  ar.il  the  whole  work  executed  and 
completed,  in  every  respect  confprmably  to  the 
directions,  true  intent  and  meaning  of  {his  act, 
anil  until  the  certificates  singned  as  aforcsaiit 
shall  he  returned  and  filed  in  Uie  office  of  the 
court  of  the  count;,  of  Alexandria. 

Sec.  8.  .dnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so 
soon  as  the  common  council  of  Alexandria  shall 
notify  the  Piesident  of  tlie  U.  Slates,  that  the 
said  canal  round  the  western  cnjl  of  the  caase- 
w ay  aforesaid  is  completed,  and  ready  tor  the 
view  and  inspection  of  the  commissioners,  then 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  President  of 
the  U.  S.  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  appoint 
without  delay,  three  disinterested  .and  skilful 
persons  as  commissioners,  to  go  upon,  view  anil 
inspect  the  canal  and  premises  last  .aforesaid, 
and  thereupon,  in  their  judgments,  & not  other- 
wise, the  said  canal  be  in  all  respects  executed 
and  completed  as  herein  directed,  to  certify 
the  same  and  cause  their  certificate  to  be  re- 
turned and  filed  in  manner  afurc.snid.

In  Spain  the  French  armies  are  represented 
as  flying  before  lord  W ellmgton,  who  had  ad- 
vanced as  far  as  Valladolid.  A Gigon  paper 
boasts  of  better  prospects  in  view  than  the 
Cortez  have  had,  since  the  commencement  of 
the  revolution,  and  predicts  that  the  French 
will  be  compelled  to  retire  beyond  the  Ebro,  and 
even  into  France. 

The  English  papers  notice  with  excltatiox 
the  remonstrances  of  the  city  of  New-Yorl: 
against  the  tt  ar,  and  attempt  to  cajole  the  peo- 
ple of  England  with  the  belief,  that  simlai'  ex- 
pressions of  public  opinion  elsewhcsc,  will 
drive  our  government  into  submission.  I'hus 
have  our  enemies  been  encouraged  in  their  ca- 
reer of  injustice  by  our  own  tactions  and  in- 
ternal enemies.  We  may  be  mistaken ; but  we 
feel  assured  that  the  Henry -itesofNew-Englaiul 
will  not  drive  the  present  congress  from  the 
war,  as  it  did  the  tenth  from  the  embai'go. — 
Our  representatives,  we  confidently  hope,  have 
too  much  of  what  the  boatmen  of  Kentucky 
call  ‘‘  i»  Utile  of  the  bettf'  to  be  eleterred  from 
their  purposes  by  dome-stic  traitors.

‘‘  .Yt  meridian,  continued  in  chase  of  a larg; 
English  armed  ship,  distant  about  4 miles  up- 
on the  lee  bow.  At  1 P.  M.wc  prepared  fa- 
' action,  and  ran  down  upon  her  weather  quar- 
I ter,  upon  which  the  ship  filed  away  and  ;ilso 
j prepared  fni-  action.  \Ve  immrdiiitelv  firjil 
I our  first  division  ; the  ship  returned  a hroid- 
side,  and  the  action  became  general.  The  oi  - 
ficers  and  marines  poured  into  the  enemy  a 
lull  volley  ot  musltetry,  and  the  three  divisions 
at  the  same  time  gave  her  a broailside.  YVe 
then  bore  away,  run  albwai  t his  bows,  gave 
him  anotliei-  broadside,  ttiiich  raked  liiin  tore 
and  aft,  and  discharged  all  the  sumll  arms — 
during  this  time,  however  the  enemy  kept  up 
a well  dii'ccted-firc,  shot  away  some  of  ovr  rig- 
ging and  wounded  two  of  oiii-  seamen.  But 
wc  too  destroyed  the  sliip's  standing  am!  run- 
ning rigging  and  sails,  killed  the  helissman, 
^d  kcin  so  warm  a fire  of  round,  langrajfe, can- 
ister and  grajic  shot,  musket  balls,  buck  shot 
and  pistol  bullets,  that  the  enemy’s  ship  be- 
came unmanageable,  and  she  came  right  down 
bows  upon  us.  We  instantly  sheered  oT,  gave 
her  a full  disrliargeof  all  our  arms,  both  great 
and  small,  and  prefiared  to  board  her  uitli 
boardingpikes,  muskets,  cutlasses  and  pistols, 
when  the  enemy  hauled  down  his  colors.  The 
firing  then  ceased,  and  we  gave  the  enemy 
three  cheers.  Sent  lieiit.  Sweet,  with  an  arm- 
ed boat’s  crew,  on  board  and  took  possession 
of  her.  She  proved  to  be  the  English  letter  of 
marepie  ship  Royal  Bounty,  captain  Henry 
Gambles,  6.5.>  tons  burtlien,  mounting  10  car- 
riagi-  gtms,  tvitli  powder,  shot,  muslcts  and 
pistols,  navigated  by  25  jK-rsons.  She  «'as 
from  Hull  in  ballast,  7 weeks  out,  bound  to 
I’l'ince  Edtt’ard’s  Island.  On  boardiny  her,  tt'e 
tuimd  two  men  killed,  the  captain, bis  ts  omates, 
the  boatswain,  cook  and  two  seamer,  danger- 
ously wounded  ; and  that  we  li.ad  fliot  att  ay 
nearly  all  her  standing  and  running  rigging, 
stove  her  boats,  damaged  her  masts,  spars  and 
sails,  and  pierced  her  bull  and  bulwarks  with 
iiinumu  able  shot,  both  great  ami  small.  Her 
inaiiisuil  received  155  shot  of  different  kinds; 
her  maintopsail  and  all  other  sails  were  so 
completely  cut  to  pieces  as  to  be  unserviceable. 
Even  her  colors  tt  ere  penetrated  with  6 musket 
shot. 

YVe  regret  to  state  that  two  of  our  own  sear 
men,  viz. — .\aron  .Mason,  bo.atswain’s  1st  mate, 
and  John  Chase,  Qiiarter-masler,  were  badly 
woumK-d  in  the  neck  and  thigh,  though  not 
dangerously,  'riie  prisoners  were  taken  on 
board  the  Yankee,  and  the  wounded  dressed 
by  our  surgeon. 

“ The  aboveaction  lasted  upwards  of  .an  hour, 
and  the  most  part  of  that  time  we  were  within 
pistol  shot  of  the  enemy.”

The  F.ssex  was  disguised  as  a merchant- 
man, (she  is  a tei  y small  frigate.)  with  hut 
few  of  her  men  on  deck,  and  in  her  rigging, 
when  the  Alert  came  and  made  the  attaci'. 
The  ports  of  the  lis.sex  immediately  flew  o- 
pen,  and  her  gallant  crew  reluriitd  the  fire 
with  such  vigor  and  eft'ect,  tlmt  the  Alert, 
soon  struck  to  the  American  commande  r. 

'I'he  Essex  intended  malting  N.  Y’crk, 
hilt  a few  days  since  she  descried  too  large 
ships  of  war  and  presumed  them  to  he  Bri- 
tish in  pur-'i.t,  she  dodged  into  Drlaware. 
We  ate  happy  to  add  that  the  whole  of  her 
officers  and  crew  are  in  perfect  health  and 
spirits.

men  wounded. 

I need  not  inform  you.  th.at  the  cfficcrs 
and  crew  of  the  Essex  behaved  as  1 trust 
all  Americans  will  in  such  cases,  and  it  is 
only  to  he  regretted  that  so  much  zeal  and 
activity  could  not  have  been  displayed  on 
an  occasion  that  tveiiUl  h ue  done  them 
more  honor.

entered  houses — committed  robberies — 
broke  into  manufactories — destroyed  ma- 
chinery— fired  houses — assassinated  one 
individual,  Mr.  Morsefall — and  threaten- 
ed others,  for  obstructing  them,  with  as- 
sassination—that  their  first  object  was 
the  destruction  of  machinery,  but  they  af- 
terwards extended  tlieir  views  to  the  col- 
lection of  arms — that  the  outrages  com- 
mitted were  not  the  cflecls  of  an  irregular 
rising,  but  of  an  organised  association,  as 
the  riots  had  a complete  system  of  dis- 
cii>line,  attacking  houses  by  word  of  com- 
mand, having  their  names  enrolled,  and 
these  rolls  being  regularly  called  over, 
and  used  as  signals,  rockets  and  blue 
lights — that  they  had  committees,  dele- 
gates, and  other  marks  of  authority  and 
subordination — that  they  were  hound  by

FORT  HARRISON. 

We  have  been  furnislicd  with  the  fol- 
lowing particulars  of  the  recent  attack 
on  fort  Harrison  by  the  Indians.  On  the  3d 
inst.  a number  of  Indians,  men,  squaws 
and  children,  presented  themselves  be- 
fore the  fort  unarmed,  pretentled  to 
be  friendly  and  wished  to  be  admitted 
into  it  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a conn 
cil ; the  commandant  refused  to  admit 
them  into  the  fort.  In  the  evening,  while 
they  were  making  warm  proflessions  of 
friendship,  some  of  their  party  set  on  fire 
one  of  the  block-houses,  and  a general  fi- 
ring was  commenced  on  the  fort ; which 
was  promptly  returned  by  the  garrison. 
A breast-work  was  instantly  erected  in- 
side ol  the  fort  before  the  block-house, 
from  which  an  incessant  discharge  of  small 
arms  was  kept  up  against  the  Indians. 
The  attack  was  made  late  in  the  evening, 
and  before  daylight  a secure  breast-work 
was  made  in  the  exposed  part  of  the  fort 
— tlie  block- house  washy  this  time  en- 
tirely consumed  ; and  the  Indians  retreat- 
ed so  far  as  to  be  out  of  reach  of  the  guns 
of  the  fort. 

In  the  course  of  the  4th,  the  place 
where  the  block-house  stood,  was  filled 
up  and  the  fort  rendered  as  secure  as  be- 
fore the  attack — Several  less  formidable 
attempts  were  made  by  the  Indians,  in  the 
three  following  days,  to  get  possession  of 
the  place  when  they  ceased  firing  alto- 
gether. 

The  only  material  damage  sustained 
by  the  besieged,  was  the  loss  their  of  pro- 
visions, which  were  unluckily  in  the 
nlockhouse  which  was  burnt.  They  had  no 
provisions,  hut  a little  green  corn  from 
the  4th  to  the  I5th — On  the  I5th  Colonel 
Russel  arrived  there  with  1200  men  ; and 
the  Indians  drew  off",  and  look  a strong 
position  about  ten  miles  above  the  fort. 

It  will  be  seen  by  an  article  under  the 
Vincennes  head,  that  an  express  arrived 
at  that  place  from  fort  Harrison — which 
place  it  left  on  the  1 3th  inst.  two  days  be- 
fore Russell  arrived  there.  The  express 
came  out  in  the  night  disguised  in  Indian 
dress,  and  passed  through  their  camps  : 
lie  states  that  a number  of  Indians  had 
been  killed ; the  fort  had  3 men  killed  Sc 
2 wounded. Argus.

The  General  requests  Brigadier  Gen.  Payne, 
and  every  other  officer  and  soldier  of  the  army, 
to  accept  his  thanks  for  the  support  they  have 
given  him  upon  every  occasion,  and  for  the 
promptitude  and  alacrity  with  which  hisonlers 
have  been  obeyed — He  has  taken  care  to  com; 
niiiiiicate  to  the  (iovernor  of  Kentucky,  ami 
through  him  to  the  people  of  that  state,  his 
opinion  of  their  distinguished  merits,  and  his 
entire  confidence  in  their  perseverance  in  the 
path  of  glory  and  patriotism. 

The  General  feels  equal  pride  and  pleasure 
in  acknowledging  the  personal  attachment 
which  the  army  has  manifested  tow'ards  him  ; 
and  he  assures  tliem  that  their  welfare  ami 
glory  is  the  first  object  of  bis  wishes,  and  as  a 
means  of  securing  both,  he  most  earnestly  re- 
commends and  intreats  that  the  confidence 
which  they  have  so  often  expressed  in  him 
may  be  transferred  to  his  wortiiy  successor. 

•As  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
Indiana  Territory,  the  General  assumes  the 
command  of  all  the  troops  in  that  Territory, 
by  virtue  of  an  authority  received  from  the 
Honorable  the  Secretary  of  AVar,  and  as  a .Alaj.

The  brig  Polly,  of  130  tons  burthern,  sailed 
from  Hoston,  with  a cargo  of  lumber  and  pro 
visions,  on  a voyage  to  Santa  Croix,  on  the  12th 
of  December  181 1,  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
W.  L.  Cazneaii — with  a mate,  4 seamen  and  a 
cook  ; Mr.  J.  S.  Hunt  and  a negro  girl  of  9 


years  of  age,  passengers.  Nothing  material 
happened  until  the  l.'ith,  when  they  had  clear- 
ed away  cape  Cod,  the  shoal  of  Georges,  and 
nearly,  as  they  supposed,  crossed  the  gulpli 
stream,  when  tliere  came  on  a violent  storm  of 
rain  from  the  S.  E.  in  w hich  the  brig  laboured 
very  hard,  which  produced  a leak  that  so  gain- 
ed on  tlie  pumjis  as  to  sound  nearly  six  feet, 
when  about  mi<lnight  she  was  upset,  and  Mr. 
Hunt  washed  overboaial ! Not  having  any  reason 
to  hope  for  the  righting,  the  weathers  lanyards 
were  cut  away,  the  deck  load  being  thrown 
over  and  the  lashings  all  gone  ; in  about  half 
an  hour  the  mainmast  went  by  the  board,  and 
soon  after  the  foremast,  when  she  righted 
though  full  of  water,  a dreadful  sea  making  a 
fair  breach  over  her  from  stem  to  stern.  ' In 
this  situation  the  night  wore  away,  and  day 
light  found  all  alive,  except  the  passenger,  and 
upon  close  search  the  little  girl  was  found 
clinging  to  the  sky-light,  and  so  saved  from  I 
tlrowning  in  the  cabin. — I'he  glass  and  grating 
of  the  sky  light  having  gone  awav,  while  on 
her  beam  en<ls,  the  little  girl  was  drawn  through 
the  opening,  but  so  much  chilled  that  she  sur- 
vived hut  a few  hours.  In  this  situation  they 
reinained,  without  fire,  as  near  as  the  captain 
can  recollect,  12  days,  when  the  cook,  an  In- 
dian from  Canton,  near  Boston,  suggested  the 
operation  of  rubbing  two  sticks  together, 
which  succeeded — Very  fortunately,  the  Cam- 
bose  did  not  gooverboanl  with  the  deck  load; 
til  is  was  got  to  the  windward,  a fire  kindled 
and  some  provisions  cooked,  which  was  the 
first  they  had  tasted,  except  raw  pork,  for  the 
whole  time. — They  now  got  up  a barrel  of  pork, 
part  of  a barrel  of  beef,  and  one  half  barrel  of 
beef  A small  pig  had  been  saved  alive,  which 
they  now  dressed,  not  having  any  thing  to 
feed  it  with.  But  at  this  time  no  apprehen- 
sion was  entertained  of  suffering  for  meat,  tliere 
being  severals  barrels  stowed  in  the  run,  and 
upwards  of  one  hundred  under  deck. — With 
this  impression,  the  people  used  the  provisions 
very  imprudently,  till  they  discovered  that  the 
stern  post  was  gone,  and  the  gale  continuing 
. for  a long  time,  the  barrels  had  stove,  and  their 
contents  were  all  lost  forever. 

There  happened  to  be  a cask  of  water  lash- 
ed on  the  quarter  deck,  which  was  saved,  con- 
taining about  thirty  gallons,  all  the  rest  was 
lost.  This  lasted  about  18  days,  when  the 
cr^w  was  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  catching 
what  rain  they  could,  and  having  no  more  ! -‘ft 
the  end  of  40  days  the  meat  was  all  gone,  and 
absolute  famine  stared  them  in  the  fare. 
The  first  victim  to  this  destroyer  was  Mr. 
Paddock,  the  mate,  whose  exquisite  distress 
seemed  to  redouble  the  sufferings  of  his  com- 
panions. He  was  a man  of  robust  constitution, 
who  had  spent  his  life  in  the  bank  fishing,  had 
suft'ered  many  hardships  and  appeai-cd  the 
most  capable  of  standing  the  shucks  of  misfor- 
tune of  any  of  her  crew.  In  the  meridian  of 
life,  bcirg  about  35  years  old,  it  was  reasona- 
ble to  suppose  that  instead  of  the  first,  he  would 
liave  been  the  last  to  have  fallen  a sacrifice  to 
cold  and  hunger  : but  Heaven  ordered  it  otli- 
erwise — he  liecame  delirious,  and  death  re- 
lieved him  from  his  sufferings  the  fiftieth  day 
of  his  shipwreck.  During  all  this  time,  the 
storms  continued,  and  wmuid  often  overwhelm 
them  so  as  to  keep  them  always  drenched  with 
sea  water,  having  nothing  to  screen  them,  ex- 
cept a temporary  kind  of  cabin  which  they  had 
built  up  with  boards  between  the  windlass  and 
night  heads  on  the  larboard  side  of  the  how- 
spirt.  The  next  who  sunk  under  this  hoirid 
press  of  disasters  ivas  Howes,  a young  man  of 
about  30,  who  likewise  was  a fisherman,  by 
profession,  and  tall,  spare,  and  as  smart  and 
active  a seamen  as  any  aboard.  He  likewise 
died  delirious  and  in  dreadful  distress,  six  davs 
after  Paddock,  being  the  fifty  sixth  day  of  the 
wreck.  Something  must  he' done  tp  procure 
water,  or  this  must  evidently  be  the  fate  of  all 
the  survivors  in  a very  short  time.  About  this 
time  good  luck,  or  more  prohablv,  kind  provi- 
dence, enabled  them  to  fish  iqi  the  tea-kettle 
and  one  of  the  Captain's  pistols,  and  neci  ssitv, 
the  mother  of  invention,  suggesed  the  plan  of 
u distill. — .\ccordingly  a piece  of  board  was 
vtry  nicely  fitted  to  tlie  mouth  of  the  boiler, 
a small  hole  made  in  it,  and  the  tea-kettle, 
bottom  upwards  fixed  to  the  upper  side  of  the 
board,  the  pistol  barrel  was  fixed  to  the  nose 
of  the  kettle  and  kept  cool  by  the  constant  ap- 
plication of  cold  water.  This  completely  suc- 
ceeded, and  the  survivors,  without  a doubt,  owe 
their  preservation  to  this  simple  experiment. 
But  all  that  could  be  obtained  by  this  very  im- 
perfect distill,  was  but  a scanty  allowance  of 
water  for  five  men  ; yet  it  would  sustain  life 
and  that  evas  all.  The  impression  that  tliere 
WAS  meat  enough  under  the  half  deck,  induced 
them  to  use  every  exertion  to  obtain  it  j but  by 
gettih;'-  up  pieces  of  bone,  entirely  bare  of  meat 
and  in  \ putrid  state,  they  found  that  nothing 
was  left  for  thent  but  to  rely  on  Heaven  for 
food,  and  be  contented  with  whatever  came  to 
liand,  till  relief  should  come.  Their  only  sus- 
tenance now  was  barnacles  gathered  from  the 
sides  of  the  vessel  which  w ere  ate  r.'.w  that 
the  distilling  might  n it  be  interrupted,  vhich 
would  give  tliem  no  more  than  4 wine  glas.ses 
of  water  each  per  day.  The  next  food  which 
they  obtained  w.,s  a large  shark,  caught  by 
means  of  a running  bowline  This  was  a very 
great  relief  and  lasted  some  time.  Two  ad- 
vantages arose  from  this  signal  inteipo.sition  of 
kind  providence  ; for  while  tliey  lived  upon 
tiieir  shark,  the  barnacles  were  growing  larger 
ami  more  nutrativc.  Thev  likewise  found  m.siiv 
crabs  among  the  sea-weed  whicli  often  ffoated 
around  the  wreck,  which  were  verj-  pleasant 
Hut  from  the  necessity  of  chewing  them 


Was  Ictl,  that  was  ft  try  to  decoy  a siiark,  if 
happily  their  might  be  any  about  the  wreck, 
by  part  of  the  corpse  of  their  shipmate  ! This 
succeeded,  and  they  caught  a large  shark,  and 
from  that  time  they  had  plenty  oafish  till  their 

happy  deliverance. Very  fortunately,  a 

cask  of  nails  which  was  on  deck,  lodged  in  the 
lee  scuppers,  while  on  their  beam  ends  ; with 
these  they  were  enabled  to  fasten  the  shingles 
on  their  cabin,  which  by  constant  improve- 
ment, had  become  much  nioi-e  commodious, 
and  when  reduced  to  two  only,  they  had  a com- 
petent supply  of  water. 

They  had  now  arifted  above  2000  miles  and 
were  in  lat.  28  N.  and  Ion.  13  W.  when  to  tlieir 
unspeakable  joy  they  saw  three  ships  bearing 
down  upon  them.  The  ships  came  as  near  as 
convenient,  and  then  bailed,  which  rapt.  Caz- 
ncau  answered  with  all  the  force  of  his  luiig.s. 
The  ship  which  hailed  proved  to  be  the  *-'amc, 
of  Hull,  Feaberstoiie,  bound  from  Rio  Janeiro 
home.  It  so  happened  that  the  three  captains 
had  dined  together  that  day  and  were  all  on 
board  the  Fame.  Humanity  immediatclv  sent 
a boat,  which  put  .an  end  to’tlie  dreadful  thral- 
dom of  capt.  Cazneau  and  Samuel  Badger,  the 
only  surviving  persons,  who  were  received  bv 
these  humane  Englishmen  with  exulting  sen- 
sibility. Thus  was  ended  the  most  shocking 
cataslinphe  v.  hicli  our  naval  history  has  reconl- 
ed  for  many  years,  after  a series  of  distresses 
fi-om  Dec.  15  to  June  20,  aperiod  of  191  d.-qs  ! 
F.verv  alteiition  was  paidto  the  suffei-ers  that 
generosity,  warmed  with  pity  and  fellow  feel- 
ing, could  dictate,  on  board  the  Fame.  They 
were  cherished,  comforted,  clothed,  fed  and 
nur.sed  until  the  9th  of  July,  when  they  fell  in 
with  capt.  Ferkiiis,  of  the  brig  Dromo',  in  the 
chops  of  tlie  channel  of  England,  who  gene- 
rously took  them  on  hoard  and  carefully  per- 
fected the  work  of  goodness  begun  bv  the 
generous  Englishmen,  and  safely  lauded ' them 
in  Kennebunk. 

It  is  natunil  to  Inquire  how  they  could  float 
such  a vast  distance  upon  the  most  frequented 
pait  oftlie  Atlantic  and  not  be  discovered  all 
this  time  ? They  were  passed  by  more  than  a 
dozen  sail,  one  of  which  came  so  nigh  them 
that  they  could  distinctly  see  the  people  on  the 
deck  ami  rigging  looking  at  them  ; hut,  to  tlie 
inexpressible  disappointment  of  the  starving 
and  freezing  men,  they  stifled  the  dicUtes  of 
compassion,  hoisted  sail  and  cruelly  abandoned 
them  to  tlieir  fate.

raw  and  sucking  out  the  ii’ourishmeiit,  they 
brought  on  an  obstinate costiveiiess,  which  be- 
came exti*emcly  painful  and  probably  much 
eis-speraled  by  the  want  of  water. 

On  the  15th  of  March,  according  to  their 
computation,  poor  .Moho,  the  cook,  expired, 
evidently  froni  want  of  water,  though  with 
much  less  distress  than  the  others  and  in  the 
full  exercise  ofhis  reason  : he  very  devoutly 
prayed  and  appeared  perfectly  resigned  to  the 
will  ot  the  God  who  afflicted  him.  Their  con- 
stant .study  was  directed  to  the  improvement 
of  their  dist  »•,  which  was  made  much  better 
by  tile  addition  of  tbeolfierjiistol  barrel,  which 
was  found  by  fishingwitli  the  grains  they  made 
by  fixing  spikes  into  a piece  of  a stave.  ’ With 
this  barrel  they  so  far  perfected  llie  distill  as 
to  obtain  SJunk  liottles  full  of  water  in  24 
hours.  But  from  the  'dealh  of  Moho  to  the 
death  of  Johnson,  » hich  happened  about  the 
friiddle  of  April,  they  seemed  to  be  denied 
every  kind  of  food.  The  barnacles  were  all 
gone,  and  no  fricndl)  gale  w.afted  to  their  side, 
die  sea  weed  from  which  they  could  obtain 
crabs  and  insects.  It  seemed  as  if  all  hope 
was  gone  for  ever,  and  they  saw  nothing  before 
them  but  death,  or  the  hon-id  alternative  of 
eating  their  dead  companion.  One  expedient

Two  thousand  men  have  been  ordered 
out  from  Pennsylvania  for  Niagai-a. 

A regiment  of  United  States’ regulars 
have  marched  from  Carlisle  for  Niagara. 

The  Jersey  regiment,  containing  about 
800  men,  under  lieut.  'col.  Dearly,  struck 
their  tents  at  Fort  Ricliniond  on  Staten 
Island,  on  the  1st  inst.  and  embarked  for 
Albany. 

A regiment  of  U.  States’  infantry  from 
the  southward  passed  Coryell's  ferry 
about  the  same  time  on  their  route  to  Al- 
bany. 

A detacliment  of  about  50  reci-uits  for 
the  6lh  regiment  passed  through  Tren- 
ton for  the  northward. 

Gen.  Dodge,  of  Johnston,  has  receiv- 
ed orders  to  march  with  the  brigade  un 
der  his  command  to  Sackefs  harbor.  It 
consists  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
men. 

Three  transports  witli  400recniitspass- 
ed  up  the  river  Delaware  on  the  2d  inst. 
for  the  northern  army. 

On  the  same  day  400  U.  States’  troops, 
artillery  and  infantry,  niarclied  through 
Boston  on  their  way  to  Albany,  under  the 
command  of  col.  1 uttle.  They  were 
followed  by  a handsome  ti-ain  of  military 
appendages,  consisting  ot  gun  carriages, 
ammunition,  wagons,  £cc. 

'len  large  18  pounders  and  some  24’s, 
on  excellent  travelling  carriages,  and 
drawn  by  six  horses  each,  have  left  Alba- 
ny for  the  frontiers. 

The  5th  regiment  of  United  States’  in- 
fantry 450  men,  commanded  by  Col.  Beall, 
have  embarked  at  Annapolis  for  Albany. 

The  light  artillery,  under  Col.  Fenwick, 
passed  through  Herkimer,  New-York,  on 
the  I2th  inst.  on  their  route  for  the  Iron- 
tiers. 

Three  regiments  of  regulars,  each 
containing  700  men,  have  marched  from 
the  camp  at  Greenbush  for  Plattsburg, 
where  they  are  to  be  joined  by  3000  mili- 
tia— the  whole  to  be  under  the  command 
of  Brig.  Gen.  Bloomfield.  Plattsburg  is 
within  25  miles  of  the  British  lines,  where 
it  is  said  the  enemy  has  a number  of  their 
best  troops.  Gen.  Cihandler  is  expected 
to  follow  in  a shorttime. 

A detachment  ofU.  States’ Artillery 
have  also  passed  on  to  the  northward.
